Dr. Montgomery had been a min- 
ister of the church for a half cen- 
tury.

pastor of the Sixth United Presby- 

terian church, Pittsburgh, 1916-20; 

and has been paston of the Bellevue 

Presbyterian church ‘since 1920. 
Honored in 1924 

‘pr. Galbreath: was honored with 
the degree of jdoctor of divinity by 
Westminster in 1924. He is a mem- 
ber of the Pittsburgh Rotary club, 
and has been jactive’ in social and 
civic work. | 

Dr. Galbreath succeeds the Rev. 
| Dr. W. Charles Wallace, president 

.Dr. Wallace re- 
his resigna- 
| tion to take effect:in June. A leave 
of absence was granted him in Feb- 
ruary, however, due to illness, and 
Dr. Charles Freeman; dean of men, 
has been acting president since last 
February. 

Sons Are Students 

Two of Dr. Galbreath’s children 
are now students at Westminster. 

They are Robert F., Jr., and Dale. 
The other children are’ John, Mary 
Louise, and Ruth Blizabeth. 

In all probability, Dr. .Galbreath 
will not be formally inaugurated un- 
til commencement week early in 
June, but it is thought that he will 
assume office within the next month. 

Is Highth Prexy 
The election of Dr. Galbreath as 
} president of Westminster marks the 
} eighth administration in 80 years. 
| Founded in 1852 as Westminster 

| CoRGRr Institute in New Wil- 
mington, then a part of Mercer 
county,’ Westminster has had only 
seven presidents in its first 80 years. 

The Rev. Dr. James, Patterson 
was the first president elected, ser- 
ving from 1853 until.1867. Dr. Rob- 
ert Audley Browne became president 
in 1868 and served until 1871. Thé 
third leader was the Rev, Dr. Elia- 
kim T. Jeffries, president from 1872 
to, 1883. , 

Long Administrations 

John K. McClurkin, D.D. became 
president in 1883-and served until 
1884. Dr. Robert G. Ferguson was 
the fifth leader, serving from 1884 
until 1906. . Dr. Robert M. Russell 
was president from 1906 until 1915. 

Dr. W. Charles Wallace became 
president in 1916 and served until 
1931, a period of | 15 ‘years. Dr. 
Ferguson’s’ administration, lasting 
22 years,*was the longest of any of 
the seven presidents. 

College Changed 

When Dr. Galbreath assumes of- 
fice as the eighth president of West- 
minster, he; will find that the col- 
lege and the town have grown con- 
siderably since 1907. 

Dr. Galbreath entered wee 
ster as a student in 1903, and was ' 
graduated with the class of 1907, At 
that time the faculty numbered only 
from 12 to 14 people each year, and 
the student body was seldom over 
200.. 
: New Buildings 


The buildings in the Westminster- / 


campus in 1907 included Old-Main, 
the ‘Hillside, the old Gymnasium, 
Science hall, and the! ‘Conservatory. 
| Now there is a new gymnasium; 
'Old Main Memorial stands where 
Old. Main once stood; Robert Aud- 
ley Browne hall, new men’s dormi- 
tory, has been added; and additions 
and alterations have been made to 
Science hall, the Conservatory, and 
Hillside.

\. FROST 
“Mending Wall” 

Robert Frost, premier poet of New England, 
gives us a little philosophy in the first poem of 
the book entitled North of Boston. ‘Mending 
Wall.illustrates Frost’s power of character and 
symbolism; it portrays struggle....nationalism 
vs. internationalism, blind dailies of tradition 
against-questioning iconoclasm :

Att Department Announces Plans | 


The Department of Ari is the infant course in Westmin- 
ster’s curriculum ; it was newly instituted this year. How-. 
ever a Department of Art fiourished at Westminster in other 
years; for during the greater part of Westminster’s history 
couses in Art and Appreciation were regularly given; the 
subject is not a new one for the school. tah sg 


The course was re-instated this ‘year in ‘order to offer. Pon 
students the iberalizing and creative opportunities that cour- 
ses in art afford.’ With ‘this point- in‘ view, it is intended that 
the work and: influences of the Department of Art will so ex- 
tend as to touch the interest of every student in the school. 
Courses offered will be so designed as to attract’ beginners: 
giving those whose taste leads them to a liking for this sort 
of work an opportunity to expand their interests. The course 
in History and Appreciation of Art will attempt to present the 
panorama of art through the ages, and is offered for the 
benefit of those who feel they should have a knowing acquain- 
tance with the worlds’ masterpieces. Frequent exhibitions 
arranged for the benefit of the entire student body will round 
out the program for the Department. 

This year courses are being offered in Drawing, Painting, 
Elementary - Design, Crafts and History and Appreciation of 
Art. Next year it is hoped that courses in Home Decoration, 
Pottery, Costume Design and Jewelry and Metalwork can be 
added. The courses will be designed to.take their place in 
the curriculum of a liberal arts college, it is not planned that 
work offered will be specialized or vocational in any sense, 
but only intended to offer a means of activity that stimulates 
the imagination and cultivates the taste. 

Of general interest will be the exhibitions planned, by 
the Department of Art for this year. Westminster will have 
the privilege of seeing a show of pottery, executed by students 


at Carnegie Institute of Technolog gy, that recently was 


‘displayed at the Carnegie Museum galleries in Pittsburgh. 


Later a fine collection of Japanese Prints will be exhibited, and 
an opportunity extended for students to see this superlative 
form: of Oriental Art. Other exhibitions, arranged through the 
facilities of the American Federation of Arts, of which West-: 
minster is a member, will be shown from time to. time during 
the remainder of the year. Attempts are being made to bring 
for exhibition some books from the collection of Alexander 
Hostellow, and a show of the hand bound volumes of Mrs. 
Roy Hunt. In addition to these showings, work done by 
students in the department will frequently be displayed. 


It is to be hoped that the influences of the Department 
of Art will be felt on Westminster’s campus; that many stu- 
dents may feel an inclination to participate in the work offer- 
ed, and through these courses find an activity that: will bring 
them not only pleasure but a larger insight into a new scheme 
of values that adds richness, purpose and distinction to life. 
Unlike most studies Art is not factual; idea and feeling are 
more highly prized. Thus courses in Art expand the mind 
by objectifying an idea, or a feeling; the personality in art, 
unlike other activities, does not draw in facts, but amplifies an 
idea. The movement is not in toward the personality, but 
outward from the ::c1sonality ‘to the world.

'peal, admitted on examination that 
they well realized that if prohibition 
were repealed, the working man 
would pay the liquor tax and relieve 
the millionaire of his taxes.

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The field of mathematics presents many paradoxes, two 
of which we will mention—it is at once older than Aristotle, 
and as young as Hinstein; it involves reasoning of the most 
abstract character, and applications of the most practical kind. 


Mathematics and its old friend. Astronomy, furnist ex- 
cellent examples of the truth that the newest is not always the 
most valuable or the most interesting. The first known math- . 
ematical congress, which was also astronomical and religious, 
was held in Central America (3000 B. C.?). The oldest known 
-handbook of mathematics is the Rhind Papyrns, copied about 
1650 B. C. by the Egyptian scribe Ahmes, either from older 
works or from knowledge transmitted verbally. From these 
early days the subjeet has been studied with varying intensity 
down to the present. 

Pure mathematics is abstract; it exists, and much of it 
has been developed, entirely apart from its application. It is 
this quality which led Bertrand Russell to formulate his strik- 
ing definition ‘“‘Mathematics is the science in which we never 
know what we are talking about nor whether what:we say is 

- true.’’ This abstractness has closely allied the subject with 
philosophy. and logic. It is probably this characteristic which 
gives the average man .the feeling that higher mathematies is 
remote from life. Let us examine this notion. 


The. structure: of mathematics as it now stands has been 
built by the interactions of theory and application. Our arith- 
metic was largely developed by the Italian merchants of the 
fourteenth and later centuries. Trigonomtry was given its 
impetus; by surveyors and navigators. Calculus owes much to 
the engineers and the physicists, and in turn sae become 
almost indispensable tool.

In 1872 Dr. Morgan wrote ‘‘During the last two cet- 
turies.and a half, physical knowledge has been gradually made 
to rest upon/a basis which it had not before. It has become 
mathematical.” Thesixty years since his time have empha- 
sized this even more strikingly. The trend at present seems 
to indicate an increasing application of mathematics to the 
natural and social sciences—a trend begun by the statistical 
work of Karl nibioeee

Choice of Collegiate Studies 


Would Take 25 ‘Years To. 
Take All . Courses 
Now Given 


Even though. he enjoyed college 
at a tuition cost of but $25 a year 
and had to pay but $2.75 a week for , 
room and board, the college student 
of 1872 had little choice of studies, 
an investigation reveals. 
At Westminster 60 years ago, 
when there were but 188 students 
enrolled, which figure included many 
in the preparatory . department 
there were but 48 different courses 
offered and only a few of these are 
not now in high school curricula 
every where. 
Today, with 630 students enrolled 
there are 215 different courses of- 
fered, so that if a student were to 
take 15 credits each semester, the 
regular load, and continued.unti lhe 
had taken all courses now offered, 
| it would take him 51 semesters or 
251% years, provided he never ‘“‘flun- 
ked’’ a course! ee? 
The expansion of college curricula 
is illustrated very well by a study 
‘of 20-year periods at Westminster.

| dents enrolled in the college and the

New Method Of Assessment 
For oo ROS aS ae 
Proposed 


Attorney William E. McElwee, 
representative from the second dis- 
trict, Lawrence county, is rapidly 
gaining prominence in the State Leg- 
islature. Three new bills have been 
introduced into the House of Repre- 
sentatives by Mr. McElwee, one con- 
cerning the use of lecal labor on 
public works, another concerning 
the use of labor which would other- 
wise be supported by the poor dis- 
trict, and the third, a revolutionary 
tax measure revising the method of 
assessment for real estate. 

The first bill states that towns let- 
ting contracts for public improve- 
ments may specify that Iocal labor 
be used, provided qualified work- 
men may be found. 

According to the second measure, 
poor districts may make improve- 
ments for the district, using labor 
which would otherwise be supported 
by the poor district, as a charity. 
They may also do work in other 
cities for pay, provided that the poor 


district is not co-extensive with the 


qaunicipality for which the work is 
being done, |. 

The market Maio of real estate 
within the county is now the basis 
for county rates and levies, as fixed 
by assessors. This value is used as 
the basis for town and township 
assessments. |The last of the three 
measures introduced by Mr. Elwee 
would establish a new basis, on the 
potential income of the real estate, } 
were it to be used for the best pur- | 
pose available.

‘The field of mathematics. presents many paradoxes; two. 
of which we will mention—it is at once older than Aristotle, 
and as young as Einstein; it involves reasoning of the most 
abstract character, and applications of the most practical kind. 

Mathematics and its old friend. Astronomy, furnish ex- 
cellent examples of the truth that the newest is not always the 
most valuable or the most interesting. The first known math- 
ematical congress, which was also astronomical and religious, 
was held in Central America (3000 B. C.?). The oldest known 
handbook of mathematics is the Rhind Papyrns, copied about 
1650 B. C. by the Egyptian scribe Ahmes, either from older 
works or from knowledge transmitted verbally. From these 
early days the subject has been studied with varying intensity 
down to the present. — 


Pure mathematics is abstract; it exists, and much of it 
hax been developed, entirely apart from its application. It is 
this quality which led Bertrand Russell to formulate his strik- 
ing definition “Mathematies is the science in which we never 
know what we are talking about nor whether what we say is 
true.” This abstractness has closely allied the subject with 
philosophy and logic. It is probably this characteristic which 
gives the average man the feeling that higher mathematics is 
remote from life. Let us examine this notion, 


The structure of mathematics as it now stands has been 
built by the interactions of theory and application. Our arith- 
metie was largely developed by the Italian sieetonhy of the 
fourteenth and later centuries. Trigonomtry was given its 
impetus by surveyors and pavigators, Calculus owes much to 
‘the engineers and the physicists, and in turn 1 has become their 
almost indispensable tool. 


In 1872 Dr, Morgan wrote ‘‘During the last two cen- 
turies and a half, physical knowledge has been gradually made 
to rest upon a-basis which it had not before. It has become 
mathematical.’’ Thesixty years since his time have empha- 
sized this even more strikingly: The trend at present seems 
to indicate an increasing application of mathematics to the 
natural and social sciences—a trend begun by the statistical 
work of Karl Pearson.

Every student, at a Liberal 
Arts college and every member of the faculty 
should be jealous of what we alone are prepared 
to offer and to accomplish over against what 
State Teachers’ Colleges are fitted to give: 

‘t, Our conviction that the best preparation 
for secondary teaching in the academic field in 
the public school is from the four year liberal 
arts college course followed by a year of gradu- 
ate, <p 8 gpm training. 

“9 Our conviction that the State Teachers 
ea aca should: withdraw from this field. 

. Our conviction that pattern making ex- 
es ation in the academic field can best be 
conducted in the graduate: school of the state 
supported universities, but that if it is necessary 
to have some of this work done in a State Teach- 
ers College that it should be limited to one insti- 
tution especially adapted to that purpose. 

“4. Our hearty recognition of the peculiar 
field and functions of the State Teachers Colleges 
in training elementary school teachers through a 
four year course, and in the training of secondary 
school teachers in special fields such as-home 
economics, industrial arts, physical. education, 
etc. :

Dr. Orr of the Bible department 
has computed some interesting facts 
concerning the work done. in that de- 
partment during the first semester.

Many ‘interesting and valuable 
articles and ruins + were found in 
Kirjathesphar which confirmed the 
Bible accounts o fthe various stages 
of civilization. The most beautiful 
pottery was made during the patrior- 
chal period from 1900 to 1600 B. C, 
which was also the feudal period in 
Hebrew history. A special type of 
vessel which would not break when 
heated strongly over fire was in use. 

Ali Hebrew .pottery bore a marked 
resemblance to the prow of a ship. 
Curious incense pipes and strainers, 
as well as dye vats in use at the 
time of Hezekiah, were found. A 
sculptured stone liness aroused par- 
ticular interest because it, with the 
libation..alter, was Cannanite rather 
than Hebrew work.

Mathematics and its old friend. Astronomy, furnish ex- — 
cel.ent examples of the truth that the newest is not always the 
' most valuable or the most interesting..| The first known math- 
ematical congress, which was also astronomical and religious, 
was held in Central America (3000 B. C.?). The oldest known 
handbook of mathematics is the Rhind Papyrns, copied about 
1650 B. C. by the Egyptian scribe Ahmes, either from older. 
works or from knowledge transmitted yerbally. From these 
early days the subject has been udiad with varying intensity 
_ down to the present. 
Pure mathematics is ‘abstract; it | exists, ‘and much of it 
has been developed, entirely apart from its application. {It is 
this quality which led Bertrand Russell to formulate his strik- 
ing definition ‘‘Mathematics is the science in which we never 
know what we aré talking about nor whether what we say is 
.true.’’ This abstractness has closely allied the subject with 
- philosophy and logic. It is probably this characteristic which 
gives the average man the feeling that higher. mathematics is 
remote from life. Let us examine this notion. 


The structure of mathematics as it now stands has been 
built by the interactions of theory and application. Our arith- 
metic was largely developed by the Italian merchants of the 
fourteenth and later centuries. Trigonomtry was given its 
impetus by surveyors and navigators. |Calculus owes much to 
the engineers and the physicists, and in turn has become their 
almost indispensable tool. 


In 1872 Dr. Morgan wrote ‘‘During the last two cen- 
turies and a half, physical knowledge has been gradually made 
to rest upon a basis which it had not! before. It has become’ 
mathematical.” Thesixty. years since) his time have empha- 
sized this even more strikingly. The|trend at present seems

‘) he unhappy elocutionist, after perfecting a standardized code of 
gestures and vocai effects, no longer finds an enthusiastic response 
to the rendition of ‘ ‘pieces’ by this useful, though scarcely profound 
method. Even before the advent of the radio. the bustle of war- 
time made it necessary to say much in a brief period; the ‘four 
minute men’’ educated themselves to speak tersely, and their au- 
diences to expect such speaking. The long winded political orator 
was trampled under by a crowd of energetic persons bent on getting 
things done ; his prototype may occasionally be heard at political 
conventions or on the floor of the Senate, obstructing business, but 
for the most part the nation has come to regard economy of lang- 
nage as the hallmark of wisdom 


The modern speaker regards public speech as an expanded 
form of conversation, and addresses an audience of any size in much 
the same way he would speak to an individual. Radio has further- 
ed this intimacy ; the speaker no longer need lift his voice above the 
conversatiouval pitch to be heard, whether he speaks by radio, or by 
the public. address systems.common to large anditoriums. One re- 

' sult of this is that audiences have nearly forgotten how the unaided 
voice sounds at a moderate distance. and are becomming increasjing- 
ty critical of speakers'aud actors, holding that they should produce a 
blare of sound comparable to that of the radio talking picture, and 
public address system., Another result is the growing intolerance 
of audiences toward speakers of any sort; being unable to dial out 
his words after a few minutes of listening, they sit restlessly until 
the occasion offers a chance for escape. Being acoustomed to chat 
at home during the sermon, or lecture, or radio play, they feel free 
to do so in the church, the auditorium, or the theatre. 


Modern college departments of speech no longer center their- 
efforts upon the training of orators, but upon the developement. of 
good everyday speech. For the student who expects to speak much 
in public, the attempt is to develop a lvoice of plea-ing quality and 
fair volume,enunciation capable of undistorted transmission through 


the microphone, a vocabulary of simple, telling words, and above 
all, habits of clear, economical expression. An appropriate motto 
for the student of ‘Speech would be, 


“Let thy speech be hetter than silence, or be silent.’’

DOG AS FAITHFUL ©

Rev. Robert A. Blair, pastor of 
the Reformed Presbyterian church of 
New Kensington, spoke to Westmin- . 
ster students at chapel Wednesday 
|morning. Rey. Blair was formerly 
{a missionary to China, but was for- 
l ced to give up this work because of 
| blindness.

H an interesting account of many of his 
‘experiences. Briefly, one night, dur- 

tie a church service things became 
suddenly dark to Rev. Blair, At first 
he thought the lights had gone out, 
but he discovered that it was. only 
he who could not see. He proceeded 
with his sermon, and only when the 
people, saw him groping his way from. 
the platform, did they realize that 
he was blind. 

| Rev. Blair felt that his service in 
the ministry was at an end until he’ 

‘heard that there was a type of Ger- 

| man Shepherd dog, trained in-Nash- , 

| ville, Tennesses at a branch school 
of the ‘“‘Seeing-Eye” in Switzerland, 
which would lead a blind man about 
carefully and safely. 

Fortunately, Rev, Blair was able- 
to secure one of these days. He re- 
j counted how he had té learn to trust 
his dog ‘‘Dot” ‘to take him wherever 
be wished to , 80. His implicit faith 
proved successful in overcoming his 
primary fears. 

‘Rey. Blair’s trust was well-found- 
ed. ‘‘Dot’’ knew signals of forward, 
right, left, etc., would not cross a 
street when. traffic was in motiony 
|avoided all curbstones and obstacles 
Gee: the sidewalks; and _ parted 
| crowds for her blind. master as well 
as any policeman. These and many 
other’ examples of the animal’s cap- 
' abilities, made Rey. Blair. feel safer

W. E. BROOKS WRITES 
BIOGRAPHY OF LEE 


‘“‘Lee of Virginia’’, is the title of a 
biography of the distinguished Con- 
federate general, recently published 
by Doctor_William E. Brooks, of 
Morgantown, West Virginia. 

Firmly couvineed that obedience 
to conscience, rather than mere cour- 
afe, was the quality which made the 
Southern hero one of the greatest 
of Americans, Dr. Brooks traces 
Lee’s career with a view toward giv- 
ing us a new interpretation of the 
man himself, a new appreciation of 
his achievements. No longer, says 
Dr. Brooks, can the South claim Lee 
for herself, for the North has come 
to.a new understanding of Lee, the 
man, and gladly pays tribute to the 
glory of his achievements, and to the 
even greater glory of his personality. 

A‘ Westminster graduate of the 
class of 1900, Dr. Brooks received 
his theological training at Princeton 
Seminary, and has had a long and 
distinguished career as a preacher. 

During the war, he was a director 
of the Army Y. M. C. A., and served 
as chaplain at Camp Crave. He has 
been pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Morgantown for’ many 
years, and-is a member of the Gen- 
eral..Council of the. Presbyterian 
church. 

Dr. Brooks is a well-known. con- 
tributor of. poems and articles to 
some of the leading magazines. His 
latest work, ‘‘Lee of Virginia’, has

Since the recent sorority house fire, the entire campus has been j 
awakened to a new consciousness of fire hazards at Westminster. 

Fire inspectors have visited the Hillside and the various soror- 
ity houses, and have found little or no fire protection. 

In order to secure protection in the future, certain regulations 
hawe been agreed upon, and serious penalties will be imposed upon 
those who disobey them. 

Unannounced fire drills will take place at the Hillside, and the 
girls will act in accordance with regulations agreed upon in a mass 
meeting of Hillside residents. 

The Science Hall, too, has been the cause of grave discussions 
among the faculty members. .The one fire escape, on the south side 
of the building, is so placed that it is practically inaccessible 
in case of fire.,and few students even know of its existence. 

In case of an explosion in one. of the labs ,access to the stair- 
way would be cut off, and students in the library would be trapped. 

Arrangements have been made to keep a key to the laboratory 
giving access to the fire escape always on the desk in the library 
reading room, and library assistants have been given specific in- 
structions, so that they may act coolly in case of emergency.

The second kind of examination, seeking to find out what has |. 


been learned, is valuable also in determining how successful the stu- 
dent was and how effective the instructor taught. Either type, then, 
should be a lesson for both the one taught and the one teaching. 

But no system of examination and no subsequent method of 
grading will prove how much or how little a student carries with 
him from his contact with the ideas and facts connected with a 
course. For this reason, despite the fact that certain minimum re- 
‘quirements exist for work, there should be little or no whinning and 
fuss when grades are mailed. 

After all, the student knows what he put into a course and what 
he gained from his investment. The grade salary paid him, however 
high or low, is merely another person’s estimate of what things 
about the work are on the surface. But deep, rumbling volcanoes, 
or pictures redolent with inspiration and suggestions may be under 
the surface. And the final grade, like beauty, is only skin deep.

TESTS PLANNED FOR 
MAY 3, 4, AND 5 


Westminster, a member of . the 
Carnegie Foundation for the Ad- 
vancement of Tea¢hing, will cooper- 
ate further with the foundation on 
May 3, 4, and 5, when all students 
enrolled in the college will be given 
foundation tests. Many colieges in 
the state are planning to give these 
tests to seniors, but the Westminster 
faculty has decided to have ali four 
classes take the examinations. 

Five years ago the Carnegie Foun- 
dation started this series of tests 
when the senior classes of high 
schools in the state were given ex- 
aminations. This.same class has now 
been foltowed through four years of 
college, and the tests given this year 
should show something tangible by 
way of results for study. 

Seniors at Westminster will be 
given four tests: English, General 
culture, mathematics, and _ profes- 
sional education. Members of the 
three under classes will be given two 
tests: English and ‘general culture. 

With 559 students in the college 
to be tested over a period of three 
days, every member of the. faculty 
will be needed in this work. As a 
result, there will be no regularly 
scheduled classes during the period 
in which the tests are being given. 


- As now planned, there will be 30 


students in each room, and two or 
three faculty members will be assign- 
ed to each group.

STUDENTS MAKE TRIP 
THROUGH SHENANGO 
_ VALLEY MILLS 


As the hands of the clock move 
dangerously near the hour of one, 
On specified afternoon, groups of 
business students! may be seen mov- 
ing hurriedly toward a common des- 
tination—the Chapel.steps.. As the 
clock strikes the hour, they are hus- 
tled into cars and whisked away to 
partake of the benefits to be derived 
from field trips which are conducted 
by Professor C: W. McKee, and his . 
associates, Ross Ellis and Hons 
Jones. 

Since this potiey 4 has been inaug- 
urated, the future business men have 
observed the inner workings of the 
Malleadle Iron Works of Farrell, 
and the Westinghouse plan at 
Sharon. 

On their visit to the Malleable 
Iron -works the business students 
were shown through the power plant, 
where the power is derived for gen- 
eral operation, and the coal crush- 
ing department, where coal is broken 
for use in the open hearth furnaces 
which melt the iron: The next de- 
partment shown was the one where. 
a chemical analysis is made of all 
iron destined for castings. Next on 
the list came the core and moulding 
department where cores for various 
castings are molded, such as ear 
couplings, 

The students were’shown the shak- 
ing out floor where castings are 
taken out of the moulds by a device 
recently put in use. From here: they 
followed the process through to the 
shot blast division where casting are 
cleaned through the medium of steel 
shot which is blown against the cast- 
ing. 

Another step toward the finished 
product. was witnessed in the chip- 
ping department where by air ham- 
mers the rough edges are chipped 
from the casting. 

Right in line came the general 
machine, shop,tempering shop, and 
the car wheel machine shop. In 
the car wheel shop the group was 
told of the new process whereby car 
wheels are made through the appli- 
cation of centrifugal force instead of 
the old sand-moulding type of manu- 
facture. : 

A chain with a tensile strength of 
140,000 pounds was exhibited, with | 
pardonable pride, a smute evidence | 
of twentieth-century achievement. |

PSYCHOLOGY OF “WAR 
IS SUBJECT OF 
TALK 


“We must live, work and pray for 
an abiding World Peace,”’’ said Dr. 
Robert Galbreath, president of West- 
minster, as he made his ‘initial ap- 
pearance before the members of the | 
Woman’s Club in,’ the Highland 
church, New Castle, Monday after- 
noon. 

Mrs. T. F. Stryker introduced the 
speaker of the afterneon, who gave 
a most interesting address on ‘‘World 
Peace’’ pyr of many personal ex- 
periences Guring the World War. He 
also spoke of his contact with the 
different peoples of different nations 
on his trip abroad last summer and 
his summing up of the attitudes of 
the nations was that no nation and 
none of the people of the nations 
desire another war, ‘although, he 
said conditions pointed to imminence 
of another devilish, diabolical cata- 
clysm, which, if it comes, would be 
even worse than the last war, which 
was full of terrors and horrors. 

He said the psychology of war 
was buittion the psychology of fear, 
and that nations entered into war 
more for fear of what might hap- 
pen if they stayed out than for any 
love of the warfare. 

He said the policy of war is to 
kll and destroy and the basisc of 
abiding world peace would come 
through the Christian religion, when 
all men learn they are all the sons 
of one God. 

He enumerated the calamites that 
would befall the world should an- 
other war take place, and he said 
the only way to avoid this catcylsm 
would be to live, work and pray for 
a brotherhood of all nations and an. 
abiding, world pean.

SPOONERISMS 


‘The Rev. Dr. William Spooner, Honorary Fellow of New Cok 
lege, Oxford, who has just died in his eighty-seventh year, was con- 
nected with the college for sixty-eight years and for twenty-one years 
of that period was the college warden. It was during his incum- 
bency of that office that he one morning in chapel gave out the 
hymn: “Kinquering Kongs Their Titles Take,” to the hardly re- 
pressed delight of the assembled undergraduates,”“to whom chapel 
services rarely brought. a gleam of interest. They at once seized 
upon this happy-slip of the warden’s tongue, and news of it sptead 
throughout the college and the university. A craze broke out among 
the students for manufacturing other whimsies of the kind, and as 
most of them were attributed tothe warden they came to be known 
far and wide as “Spoonerisms,” though Dr. Spooner himself hardly 
ever again made another slip like that which brought him fame. 
He did, indeed, now and then good-naturedly coin;one, like the 
question, “Is it kistomary to ‘cuss the bride?” and the other, “Do 
you never harbor in your bosom a half- warmed fish?”, But when 
they tell us that at a dinner during Queen Victoria’s jubilee he 
called for “Three cheers for our queer old dean” and a little later, at 
Portsmouth, went down the harbor “to visit the cattle ships and the 
bruisers” of the fleet, we fear that the credit should go to the in: 
genious young men who invent the “schoolboy howlers” which add 
to the gayety of the English- speaking peoples. They: are too good 
Most of them, indeed, are clearly enough the 
work of students. One idle youth, we are told, was accused, by the 
warden of-“tasting a whole worm,” another was rebuked for “fight- 
ing liars in the quadrangles,” and still another was scolded for “hiss- 
ing all the term’s mystery lecture’s 

Almost every one of us catches himself now and then. like Dr. 
Spooner, letting his thoughts be tripped up by a hasty tongue. , 

It was the time and the place, the sheer loveliness of the deigchon’ S 
“break” before a company of lively students, that conspired to make 
his name a household word.

Attorney William MeE1- 
wee, assemblyman. of the 
second Lawrence county dis- 
trict, flayed: the anti-dry 
campaign in an address be- 
fore the students and faculty 
of Westminster at the daily 
chapel service last Tuesday 


morning. 
Speakimwe on the value and mean- 


ing and background of the 18th.’ 
amendment, Attorney-McEl wee 
said, ‘‘Physically, mentally, and 
morally, booze is bad.” 


The speaker started by indicating 


that the subject of temperance is a 
wide one, including work, food, éx- 
ercise ,reading, confining activities, 
and “almost every human endeavor. 
Temperance, he showed, need not be 
concerned with intoxicating liquors 
only. 

‘Temperance is wioadiniaet in. the 
use of things which please,’ Attorney 
McElwee said by way of definition. 
“We all recognize,’ he continued, 
“that temperance is a good thing.”’ 

Total abstinance, he showed, is a 
step nearer the ideal goal, ‘There 
are two kings of abstinence,’ he 
said. ‘“‘Apstinence of things harmful 
to self, and abstinence of things 
harmful to others are the two 
phases of abstaining.” 

“But,’’ McElwee. continued, ‘‘Tem- 
perance and total abstinence are not 
prohibition. , Prohibition comes in 
when I say, ‘Thou shalt not’.” 

Hitting at theanti-dry folks, Mc- 
Elwee: said that it never was right 
to do certain things. These acts, 
catalogued in the Ten Command- 
ments, were not new when placed on 
the tablets of stone. They are as old 
as the human race, the speaker 
showed. 

-Excellent examples and analogies 
were employed by the speaker to 
show that enforcement of the pro- 
hibition law is essential and right 
and that enforcement of other laws 
for the betterment of the race have 
always been questioned by a few 
with personal interests and greed at 
heart.

But wherever money or its equivalent is the sole 
reason for competition we feel that we must be 
stupid unless we recognize the fact that we are 
sitting in on a business deal. To avoid indict- 
ment on the ground that we have generalized too 
much, we make the reservation that the differ- 
ence between professionalism and amateurism is 
the difference. between work and play. We ex- 
pect to be paid-when we ge we expect to pay 
when we play. : 

We are not going to waste any sympa- 
thy on the boys who work their way through 
college; they would high-hat us or throw a 
brickbat at us if we did. Our interest is in the 
confusion of thought which cannot see the dif- 
ference between doing something athletically be- 
cause it-is a pleasant thing to do and another 
policy which says that “because nature has given 
me a strong pair of legs, a deep chest, or some 
other physical asset I must capitalize them in- 
stead of the gray matter God placed in my 
skull.” The tragedy of the moment is that so 
many superb youngsters are the victims of their 
elders—men who are prepared to sacrifice them 
on the altar of personal ambition. In sports com- 
petitors give of t!.eir:best, their last breath, their 
very heartbeats, until the cinders of the track 
blind their eyes; they ought to give for some- 
thing more than money.—The New York Her- 
ald-Tribune.

There are opinions, ha- 

bits, policies, doctrines that ought 

to go into the discard and it is the 

duty of every age to see to it that 

‘error is not conserved. But this is 
bas to admit that revolution is the 
; wise path to take. Revolution may 

become necessary when what is re- 

quired cannot be achieved by educa- 

tion. Education involves the trans- 

fer of Value from age to age. Each 

generation is under obligation to 

transmit inherited values, tested and 

purified,in its own experience to its 

own children and youth. In Russia 

there were many cruel wrongs and 

gross superstitions that cried out 

from a soil soaked with blood, but in 

the mad rush to break with the past 

things that had been brought forth 

by the sacrifice of men and the, gift 

of good were swept away. There 

was a better way. It was the way 

of education, of guidance, of seed 

sowing.. 


This transfer of values has always 
been difficult. The death of nations 
and institutions testifies to this fact.

Fine things 
have been .lost because of callous 
indifference. Just as we sometimes 
see lovely old homesteads dismantled 
and the things prized by parents cast 
out as rubbish by their children, so 
on a larger scale we have seen the 
same thing happen in religion, in 
education, in politics.

We believe that all. of our alumni are 
friends of Westminster, and we feel free to share 
both the assured accomplishments of our college 
and her needs. 

Here are two needs pressing for solution :— 

_ The most evident, I suppose, is the final seed- 
- ing and ‘landscaping of our campus. Inthe last 
six months the campus:crew have graded and 
almost completed the preparing of the south west 
section of the main campus for seeding. By early 
next summer:-we fully expect to, have a good 
catch of grass, forming a complete and beautiful 
cover for what has been for some time an un- 
-sightly part of our front campus. In addition to 
“that work which the college fully intends to com- 
plete in the next few months, the entire campus, 
including Hillside, would be greatly improved by 
properly selected and arranged shrubbery. We 
have the opinion that the campus of this college 
can be made one of the most beautiful in the 
country. We expect to make it.so> But the ex* 
pense is just now beyond our reach. A skilled 
landscape gardener has made a bid of $3000, for 
landscaping the campus, including Hillside, fur- 
nishing the shrubbery and guaranteeing the life 
of every shrub to live or to be replaced. 
If you see some kindly soul who would like 
‘to be a God-father to a college campus, kindly 
send him in to see us. 
Our second problem is this:—We have an 
excellent band, composed of forty of our stu- 
dents. They play well together. They are will- 
-ing to help. They would make a favorable impres- 
sion in circles outside the college. They have 
spirit, ability, and leadership, but, they have no 
uniforms, We know, of course that a band is 
still'a band even though it be without uniforms, 
but how much better it looks when neatly and 
attractively uniformed. Recent quotations in- 
form us that we can put our band in West Point 
uniforms with the beautiful-flowing cape, trench 
_cap, close-fitting vest with braid and buttons and 
trousers or skirt to match for $16, per person, or 
six hundred dollars for the band.

Whenever we stop our headlong chase after 
that ‘elusive Atlanta, learning, we occasionally 
have time to do a bit of thinking on our own ini- 
tiative—that is, if we don’t fall asleep or feel the 
urge to wander up-town in search of Isalian re- 
freshment. We had one of those sporadic spells 
of intellectual activity the other evening, and 
while it left us more or less exhausted mentally, - 
neverthe-less it contributed something to our 
search after the good, the true, and the beautiful. 

We were thinking about the vast armies of 
young folk who go to college each year, why 
they choose this or that particular school, why 
some prefer co-education institutions, why a lot 
of things. Transcending all these questions how- 
ever, came the following: “Does the graduate of 
a°strictly men’s or women’s college differ mater- 
ially from the progeny of the co-ed tablish- 
mient ?” yin ¥ 
For some time the question bothered us con- 
siderably, until we happed to recall part of a 
poem we had read, a poem written by a graduate 
of Yale. It ran as follows: 

“Well, give them kisses, scatter flowers, 

And whisper that you cannot:stay ; 

We shall have clarity and hours 

Which women shall not take away.” 
With the recollection of that excerpt our cares 
fell away like the sides’ of an over-loaded wheel- 
barrow. The answer to our question stood out 
as clearly as Jimmy Durante’s nose. If a school 
like Yale breeds such base belittlers of woman- 
hood, is it not evident that the success or failure 
of the world’s greatest institution (*), marital 
bliss, rests solely with the co-ed school? Fs it 
not up to the graduates of such schools, schools 
wherein male and female natures alike are bared 
to the rude gaze of public scrutiny by the all- 
revealing light of, the eight o’clock class, to rise 
in righteous wrath and Let’s 
go up to Isaly’s.”

Our minds and our hearts have 
been so richly filled this afteriuoon 
that if will not be necessary for me 
to say very much as I step ow into 
my work. This event is one of xreat 
satisfaction to us today. It.is i.aa- 
so largely by the presence of the 
honorable delegates from sister in- 
stitutions, alumni representing Mauwy 
generations of college life, neighbors 
and friends whose presence testifies | 
to their good will. Nor do we forget 
a loyal faculty, a board of trustees 
that gives “liberally of time. and 
strength, and a student body that is 
proving itself. delightfully. coopera- 
tive and helpful. It means much to 
Westminster and those intimately 
concerned with her life, to fee] the 
new courage such a _ presence in- 
spires. 


I have sought information as to 
just what an inaugural address 
should contain. They seem to follow 
three general lines. The most popu- 
lar is to make a statement of the 
platform on which the incoming 
president stands. The second is to 
discuss some great major problem of 
education. The third and safest is 
to quote harmless platitudes. 

The urge toward self-preservation 
might well incline one to the last- 
named practice. However, there are 
times when one had rather feel the 
thyill of peril than the dead calm of 
safety. . 


The second is inviting and offers 
in such a fellowship as this the spice 
of danger. For I perceive that as 
in the Church there are radicals, 
fundamentalists and middle-of-the- 
road folk, so also in education. Lib- 
erals and conservatives in religion | 
find agreement something more than 
difficult. That is equally true in edu- 
cation. Who would be so bold as to 
state the exact function and lay the 
definite limits to the work of a lib- 
eral arts college? An entire vocab- 
ulary is growing up in the educa- 
tional world of today with its I. Q’s, 
its comprehensive examinations, its 
varied types of intelligence tests, its 
norms and its complexes. Probably 
no other line of major interests car- 


ries a larger load of problems, yet | 


unsolved. One has no difficulty in 
finding the major problem but one 
does find difficulty in finding the 


word that even approximates finality 


in most of these problems.

Like an evil conscience, a platform 
made common knowledge may be- 
come a haunting thing. It may dis- 
turb peaceful days and make hideous 
the hours of darkness. Nevertheless, 
I am going to risk a very general 
statement of platform. 

The first article is this: We shall 
build on the foundations laid by the 
fathers. 

We cannot recount all that comes 
to mind—the Browns, Mitchells, Mc- 
Elrees and many others whose devo- 
tion and consecration built and main- 
tained Westminster. But in a pecu- 
liar way the college reflects the 
dreams of the men who have held | 
the post of chief executive. rE 

The memories of most of us carry 
back no further than Dr. Ferguson 
great man of God. How his great 
heart drew forth from generation 
after generation the best in charac- 
How the sweet 
reasonableness of his! soul seemed 
to find constant echo from the lives 
of those over whom he presided! 

Then came Dr. Russell, dreaming 
of a greater Westminster, and put- 
ting all the power of a great heart 
and a fine mind into the task, stir- 
ring to new life the hopes and 
dreams of the friends of the college. 
He, too, made a contribution distinc- 
tively his own. That no great build- 
ing rises on this campus commemor- 
lating his service seems almost a re- 
buke to us today. 

Our admiration and respect for 
Dr. Wallace needs no elaborateness 
of expression. He, too, dreamed his 
dreams. Old Main Memorial, Browne 
Hall, the gymnasium stand as mute 
and abiding witnesses. The tower, 
lighter night by night, shines out in 
the darkness, a symbol of hope and 
high purpose. 

We build on the foundations these 
men laid. They have labored and 
we are entered into their labors. . 


Our second purpose is this—We 
interpret the purpose of the college 
as a great service bureau with a defi- 
nite obligation to society. :

gation towards organized society 
rests upon the universities of the 
present day? This statement.follows: 
It is called because of the manifest 
need of a re-examination of this 


‘question in view of the wide-spread 


unrest of our time, and the convic- 
tion that such. unrest involves some ; 
measure of university responsibility. ; 
The conference closes with three ad- | 
dresses by leading educators speak-' 
ing on the subject, ‘The University | 
in This Changing World.” 

I thing it fair to assume that the 
responsibilities of ,)the college and 
the university are/very largely syno- 
onymous. If theye be any particular | 
difference, it wauld be that the re- | 
sponsibility of the liberal arts col- 
lege is more basic. Our fundamental 
task, as I see it, is to help men and { 
women find a true philosophy of 
life. This, must include all of life’s 
relationships. It must deal. with all , 
the attitudes. In so far as our’ work 
is successful, we will be sending out! 
men and women who will seek to 
live on life’s highest plane as citi- 
zens, as homemakers, as workers, 
whether with skill of hand.or eye 
or tongue or mind. It is not merely 
that we would teach men and women 
to think—-we must teach them to 
think profoundly and to _ practical 
ends in.all the outreach of life. Hav- 
ing done this, we must have seen to 
it that they have discovered the ne- 
cessity and the satisfaction found in 
linking up right living with right 
thinking. 

In the third place, we shall build 
for the glory of God. 

No institution that relies to any 
extent -upon the assistance from 
without has a right to be self-cen- 
tered. We rely upon many—stu- 
dents, alumni, friends, neighbors, 
trustees, the church in general, and 
the United Presbyteiran church in 


particular. ‘We depend .upon the | 


ance of all these groups. But above 
all these, we depend on God. If our 
plans and purposes are His plans and 
purposes, we will not fail. If by 
patience and consecration, by wait- 
ing on His leadings and then cour- 
ageously following through, we will 
have done the most-important of all | 
—we will have labored to the glory 
of God. |

I have no illusions as to the great- 
ness of the problems to be faced. 
On every hand they appear. There 
is the financial problem. Along with

We 
will be more inclined to help build 
more wisely if. we share the reward 
of. our errors, : 


As in religion, 50 we discover that 
in education there are fundamental- 
ists and there are radicals. As both 
extremes are in error in religion, so 
it will prove that. both extremes are 
equally in error in education. The 
program of the college does not dare 
become static because life is not sta- 
tic. There must be growth and grow- 
th indicates change. We may ad- 
mire- the general courses that have 
been considered the acme of culture 
up to the present time, but we dare 
not declare that they will fit the 
student of tomorrow in his world. 
I believe we are destined to see in- 
teresting, though not erence 
radical, changes in college programs.

The investigating committees were 
listed under four diversions: finance, 
révision of school code, size of school 
districts, and training of teachers. 

A ten year program, under the 
direction of the superintendent of 
public instruction, embracing the im- 
provement of education in Pennsyl- 
vania, was recommended by these 
icommittees. 

The committee on finance recom- 
mended that the full value of real 
jestate should be taxied 6 mills. for 
pee ‘and that the State should 
‘give such aid to each district as. to 
provide a teacher having 30 students 
(for.a tearm of nine months) at a 
salary. of $1300. 

The committee on the size of 
school districts reported that all dis- 
tricts containing less than,.1000 peo- 
jple ‘must combine ,to form larger 
‘chapters. — 

All teachers must have four years 
itr aining above the high school period 
and.the minimum salary should be

In the University, we have been able to out- 


live the effects of the jazz age more rapidly than 


society at large, And I am ready to state my 
opinion today that the nine thousayd young peo- 
ple on our campus are as a class decent and up- 
right. I do not deny that many of them are 
frivolous. 
vicious and immoral. 

There are some very modern characteristics 
in their behavior, which still remind us of the 
The serious minded take themsel- 
ves very, very seriously. To differ with them is 
almost crime; to offer them advice in an affront. 
There is restiveness and chafing against author- 
ity; there is a resolute defiance of old customs 
and traditions, such, for example, as that women 
should not smoke; and there are decided tenden- 
cies toward modernism and nonesectarianism in 
religion, behaviorism in psychology, erotigisn in 
literaturee, and a conscious attempt at liberalism 
through the adoption of catch-words which seem 


_to involve. a revolt against the existing order, 


‘Such as racial equality, social justice, anti-mili- 
tarism, and freedom of expression. They take 
a. great prde in being 
advocacy of whatever they may take up, and they 
show the ‘unfailing symptom of most of those 
who boast of their liberalism, namely, an unspar- 
ing denunciation of the hypocrisy of all who do 
not agree with them on a given issue. There are 
none so intolerant, apparently, as liberals and 
radicals, who are loudest in their praises of the 
virtue of tolerance. But with all their extrava- 
gances, I believe our present daay students to be 
busier, happier, and less given to vices of the 
baser sort than the students of twenty-five years 
ago. 

Take, for example, drinking. Many of our 
students drink. But there is vastly less drinking 
and less drunkenness than there was in the early 
1600's. In those days, Madison was:a wide-open 
town with sixty to eighty saloons. Drinking and 
drunkenness were common. Students frequented 
saloons and drank freely there, as well as in their 
fraternity and lodging houses, Today, with nine 
thousand students in residence as against twen- 


ty-five hundred then, I doubt that there is quan- 


titatively as much drinking as ‘there used to be, 
and I am positive that there is proportionately 
vastly less. 

My confidence in the cin eskcrs on our cam- 
pus is almost unbounded, for I see them handling 
from day to day, quite aside from their studies, 
business enterprises which would stagger many 
so-called business men in the world outside.....

This deplor- 
able trait is especially evicent in the United 
States of America and is the direct, Simon-pure 


descendant of the Gymnasium system first in- 


troduced into this country about one hundred 
years ago..... What works well enough in the 
Rhine caaikcy becomes perile and slavish on this 
side of the water, as the present aspect of Ameri- 
can scholarship testifies. What, then, is the 
genius of the Yankee, when, gnawed by desire 
for knowledge, he forsakes the counting-house 
for the closet? 

Well, there is a classic illustration of the 
propensities of some of his rivals which, although 
it does not include him, may place him by deduc- 
tion. A German, an Englishman, and a French- 
man were commissioned by a scientific society 
(doubtless the National Geographic) to investi- 
gate the nature and habits of the African ele- 
phant and present their reports thereon. After 
a year they returned with their respective works. 
The German had a pile of manuscript which, 
when printed, would run into several fat tomes. 
He had, with methedieal fidelity, catalogued 
everything he could find about the elephant, ftom 
his spoor to his tusks.... If there was any detail 
of an African elephant’s innards and out’ards 
which that German didn’t have, science hasn’t

tained vitamin D, made. possible by. 
the cooperation of chethists, piolo-. 
gists and medical men; the import- , 
ance of proteins in diseases of in- 
sanity, cancer, and infantile paraly- 
sis. Dr. -Bancroft discussed the sub- 
ject of light and color. 

In developing his theme, the scien- 
tist said that color was divided into 
two classes: pigment color and struc- 
tural color. ‘The later is due to re- 
fracted light, and variation in size 
of water drops which may produce 
a variation in the light transmuiited 
and. a reverse of colors. This ac- 
counts for the striking~ phenomena 
observed in Viiginia in 1831. At 


|that. time the sun-set appeared not, 


a red-gold, but a blue-green, So great | 
was the excitement. among the neg- 
roes that a violent insurrection broke 
out. 

With regard to color sicuicct it 
was found that there is no root pig- 
ment; variation in color is due to 
the presence of the dark pigment and 
some small element, This was illus- 
trated . by citing the commotion | 
caused by the appearance in the mu- 
seum of a blue frog, whic 
reality not blue, but green. 
shipped in alcohol the frog had lost ; 
the yellow element and appeared 
blue. Blue is the fundamental color 
impression. Changes in color, when 
they occur, are from blue to some 
other color. In conclusion, Dr. Ban- 
croft said, ‘Do not keep battering 
against a stone wall, but go to the 
borderlands of science.’

The Department of Art is the infant course in Westmin- 4 
ster’s curriculum; it was newly instituted this year. How- | 


ever a Department of Art flourished at W.stminster in other 


years; for during the greater part of Westminster’s history : 
couses in Art and Appreciation were regularly given; the 


subject is not a new one for the school. 


The course was re-instated this year inorder to offer to ~ 


students the liberalizing and creative opportunities that cour- 


* ses in art afford. - With this-point in view, it is intended.that — 


the work and influences of the Department of Art will so ex- 
tend as to touch the interest of every student in the school. 
Courses offered will be so designed as to ‘attract beginners; 
giving those whose taste leads them to a liking for this sort 


of work an opportunity to expand their interests. The course § 
in History and Appreciation of Art will attempt to present the — 


panorama of art through the ages, and is offered for the 
‘benefit of those who feel they should have‘a knowing acquain- 
tance with the worlds’ masterpieces; Frequent exhibitions 
arranged for the benefit of the entire student body will round 
out the program for the Department. : 
This year courses are being offered in “Drawing, Painting, 
Elementary Design, Crafts and History and Appreciation of 
Art. Next year it is hoped that courses in Home Decoration, 
Pottery, Costume Design and Jewelry and Metalwork can be 
added. The cgurses will be designed to take their place in 
the curriculum of a liberal arts college, it is not planned that 


. work offered will be specialized or vocational in any sense, 


but only intended to offer a means of activity that stimulates 
the imagination and cultivates the taste. 

Of general interest will be the exhibitions planned, by 
Westminster will have 
the privilege of seeing a show of pottery, executed by students 
at Carnegie Institute of Technology, that recently was 
displayed at the Carnegie Museum galleries in Pittsburgh.

Of course such a solution is much slower 
in development than any of the others, for it is 
dependent upon the gradual growth of the idea 
that anyone who cheats on an examination, or in 
any, way, Should be ostracised, should be cast

Any organization in this college which 
would inaugurate such a scheme, or even drop 
the first fertile seeds of the idea, would be doing 
the college and itself a great service..
